The object is to give effect to the desire that the sta- 
tion in question should use a oall by which it would be readely indent ified by 
overseas listeners as an Australian ‘station. .. 


More Broadcasts from Argentina: 
Nightly, at G.M.T. 21.00 ( 4 pm. E.S.T. ) th- Minietry of Foreign Affairs 
of the Argentine Republic, at Buenos Aires, broadcasts a short propaganda talk, 
followed by a musical programme, simultaneousely through two short wave stations, 
nanaly LRX - on 9.66 mgc, ( 31.06 m.) and LSY, Monte Grande, 18.115 mec, ( 16.56,.) 
The later is a commercial station used for regular telephone service with Europe

CORONATION: 
By common consent the tranemission of the Coronation ceremonies was acknow— 
ledged to be the most important and impressive broadcast ever attempted. Thanks to 
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the Post Office and other broadcasting organizations for their co-operation. 


The OHIO FLOODS: 

If the Coronation provided noe moat. grandest and impressive broadcasts 
f the year, the: ‘disastrous floods in OHIO furnished the greatest huzen story in the 
history of broadcasting. Radio was’ instruacntal in BEES hundreds of thousendsa of 
lives, by appealing for boats, “f00ds and -nedical surnplies, by giving warrings, te 
ading information, .and. in. many’other countless ways, The rehatively small casuclty 
List a few cut of a potential million victizs —- was in a large moosure due to tre 
magnificient work of broadcasting stations great ans saall. AMATEUR transmitcers 
in the flooded areas also rendersd the most conspicious service. 


The Microphone in War: 
The world was cursed with two major wars during the year, and. in this 

unwelcome sphere radio played an important part. In Spain sore stations which for- 
ieee pursued their normal functions have been used by one side or the other for 
military purposes. In spite of this:the programzes frou the ladrid’ station have 
been rarcly interupted. The Barcelona station has becn active on behalf of the Go- 
vornnent, while General Franco has cownand of the Salaranca and Seville stations 
anong others, and has made abundant use of them. In tne Sino-Japanese conflict 
racio has played an important part, altcught, of course, Javan is better qquipped 
in the respect... In Shanghel and other centras of the Britisn ivfluencs the nevs 
tulletins from Daventry have been eagerly swaited and , in numerous instances. have 
beon the centre of the days interest . 


In peace as Yell: 

Broadcasting authorities have tried in other ways to further inter-- 
national “good will, The B.B.C. has had an unprecedented number of relays from the 
United Statesp and also from Europe. The U.S. stations, as woll-as-the continental 
ones have returned the compliment. There ig no need to stress the importance of 
Short Wave breadeasting. All the big powershave turned their attention to this, as 

thebest way of telling the world, Three now 50 KYW transmitters have been installed 
au Daventry, which has become the greatest Snort-wave centre. Cermany,. Italy, Prance 
Japan, and Russia have intensified their short-wave activities, and in the United 
aoa, work in this field is ones more going on on a large scale .
